xeally. brilliant fighting pilot. ‘Even 
the bbyewally unsound man .can be 
a good. pilot, like the late Lofd Lucas, 
who had a. wooden leg. : 

_ “As: for the best age for ‘training 
‘ine flying, I think. they. should. begin 
as young. as possible. Generally 
Speaking, eighteen is rather “young 
for. the great-strain of active-service, 
‘and T prefer a man of’ twenty © or 
twenty-five for army aviation work. 
A man of thirty-five to forty who 
has lived’a hard life and is. @ good 
horseman will probably develop into

“The quality of horsemanship is a 
useful one in any would-be airplainist. 
The requirements are just the same 
—good. hands, a good head, steady 
nerves, and judgment. Flying is_per- 
haps a little easier than riding, be- 
cause one sits in a comfortable arm- 
chair in a quiet machine.” . 

No national temperament is so well 

suited to flying as the British, in Gen-, 
eral Brancker’s opinion, “The Eng- 
lishman may be conservative,” he re- 
marked, “but he is certainly the fin- 
est airplane pilot in the world: The 
old British characteristics which 
made us masters of the sea are in- 
tensified in the air—and they will 
make us masters of the air, in spite 
of-our politics and our system of gov- 
ernment and dll the many’ obstruc- 
tions to progress, which will assured- 
ly spring up as soon as peace is de- 
clared.” : 
_ Turning to the question of -casual- 
ties in airplane training he said: “A 
good many deaths are reported in the 
papers, but when compared with the 
numbers in training and, the number 
of hours in the air accomplished ev- 
ery day, the price is not great, and in 
the present stage of aviation the fact 
niyst be fearlessly faced that no pro- 
gress. can be. made without a certain 
cost in human life. The extraordi- 
narily few~cases of breakage -in the 
air speak well for British construc- 
tion and‘ inspection. The most coni= 
iron cause of accidents is engine _fail- 
ure, followed by ~an_ effort to turn 
sharply into a possible landing place 
and losing speed on the turn, which 
results in a nose-dive. Even good 
and experienced, pilots are prone to 
do this, and the only cure appears to 
be the avoidance of engine failures. 
This will comet in peace, when we can 
devote more energy -towards real re- 
liability in the engine ‘instead of ex- 
treme lightness and exaggerated per- 
formances,”

Cold Weather ; ; 
. And Milk Output 


If Cows are Well Fed They Can 
Stand Cansiderable Exposure 
to Weather 


Experiments carried out in recent 
years show that the falling-off in 
milk supply from cows lying out is 
little or none as compared with those 
kept’ constantly tied up, provided the 
animals are well fed, and reasonable 
shelter is found. Animals which are 
allowed to exercise get up a healthy 
circulation which enables them to 
withstand chills, and if av can ‘get 
rcugh shelter they adapt thethselves 
to the winds. Animals tied up’ in 
undue warmth during’. part of *the 
twenty-four hours, and standing in

Animals’are able to stand ~ great 
cold with inipunity so long as they 
can get under shelter to keep _ heir 
skins dry, and.can lic dry. It is the 
evaporation ‘of moisture from an ani- 
mal that causes chill and conse- 
guently the necessity for sheltering 
hovels in yards and pastures. When 
topping up fattening cattle there is 
no doubt that meat is-more quickly 
laid on when they are restricted in 
their’: movements; but in doing this 
the ultimate object is not in mains 
training a healthy constitution for ao 
lengthened period. It is~ not to be 
inferred from what has been said 
that animals should be left to face the 
full brunt of wet and wind, snow and 
frost, and the amount of shelter need- 
ed depends very much on thé breed, 
and whether it is in its natural cli- 
tuate. : 

Food is the great defender from 
cold, and the colder it is the more is 
needed, A well-filled stomach, ever 
though it be of coarse food with 
little food material, seems to act as 
a protection against cold, the © bulk 
of warm substance acting as an in- 
ner lining: against loss of temperature 
but the increase of cold should be 
met by additional starchy or setts 
matter which when assimilated, will 
generate heat. The well-known cx- 
periment on pigs carried out years: 
ago by Sir John Lawes showed what 
a large proportion of the food con- 
went to maintain respiration, 


Y|¢o which starch and oils mainly con- 


tribute.

The Duke of Norfolk 

. One of the most prominent of Brit, 
ain’s ldndlords—the ‘powerful Duke 
c{ Norfolk—has just died. The his- 
tery of his enormously valuable Lon- 
don holdings has often been used to™, 
demonstrate. many sins of his class. 
Yet the occasion should not be al- 
lowed to pass without a tribute be- 
ing paid to this premier duke ‘of 
Great Britain. Although possessed 
of almost unlimited wealth, he-was a 
man of the simplest personal tastes. 
Often he was to be seen walking 
through the streets of London’ wear- 
ing a shabby high hat and a thread- 
bare frock coat, indistinguishable 
from any man with an’ inceme of 
$1,200 a year. On his estates he liv-
